In the presence of Town Clerk Paul J. Berry and Sheriff Hebert, 
Selectman Bartolini drew two jurors to serve at the Worcester 
Court on February 3 at 9:00 a.m.--all sessions jurors: (1) Paul- 
ine Bailey, 58 Main Street and (2) Brone H. Bezokas, 75 Turnpike 
Road, Fayville. 


Meeting with James Brousseau, 28 East Main Street, to discuss his 
drainage problem. At 8:12 pom. Highway Superintendent John Boland 
joined the meeting. A decision was made to check the drainage re- 
cords to determine if there is a right of prescription across Mr. 
Brousseau's land. If so, the Town should maintain this system. 
John Boland will do the research and let Mr. Brousseau know the 
outcome. 


Meeting with Mr. Edward J. Schons, 69 Oak Hill Road, and his attorney, 
Mr. O'Neill, to discuss the drainage problem on the property of Mr. 
Schons on Oak Hill Road. After the problem was presented by Attorney 
O'Neill and Mr. Schons, discussion ensued with the outcome that John 
Boland, Highway Superintendent will investigate some easy solution with 
Mr. Donald Campbell who lives across the street (No. 74) and if not, 
the alternative solution. Mr. Boland will later get back to the Board 
and have another meeting. Also, Town Counsel Brewin is to check out 
the legal aspects of this matter. (Judge Brewin arrived at 8:30 p.m.). 


John Boland, Highway Superintendent distributed copies of his 10-year 
Capital Budget Program to the Selectmen and proceeded to discuss same. 
The Board of Selectmen APPROVED Highway Superintendent's 10-year Capital 
Budget Program for submission to the Capital Budget Planning Committee. 


Selectmen discussed with Highway Superintendent Boland the Town's policy 
on plowing and sanding the Town's churches. As a result of the dis- 
cussion, it was DECIDED that regarding the plowing of St. Mark's Church 
driveway, the highway equipment is too large to plow the driveway. 
However, the Highway Department is perfectly willing to sand the drive-

Board signed Treasury Warrant #62 in the amount of $33,091.39, dated 12/31/72. 


Letter is to go to Mr. Joseph Novick, Harvest Hill Restaurant, Fayville, regarding 
his letter of December 4 requesting permission to remove sections of curbing on 


Central Street. 


It was determined that none of the curbing was on State land. 
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Therefore, there is no objection to the work proposed. The Selectmen only 
ask that Mr. Novick notify the Highway Superintendent when the work proceeds 
so that he may insure that the work is being done properly. Copy of this 
letter is to go to John Boland, Highway Superintendent.

Letter to go to Mr. Fernando DeSouza, 15 Brook Lane, answering his letter of 
December 14 regarding the matters concerning Teschner's Health Club and his 
complaints. The owner of the Health Club promised to cooperate in any way to 
correct any deficiencies. He repaired and secured the fence around the swimming 
pools which met with the Building Inspector's approval. This property is in the 
process of being sold to another pool company. There have been some attempts to 
remove the trailer.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


January 9, 1973 


7:30 pem.e Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Selectmen Robert C. Dumont

Board of Selectmen signed Treasury Warrant #63 in the amount of $61,863.61, 
dated December 31, 1972. Selectmen also signed Treasury Warrant #1 in the 
amount of $91,199.67 dated January 9, 1973. 


8:00 poem. Public Hearing held due to a letter received from Mr. and Mrs. 
to Arthur Queen of 190 Cordaville Road, dated January 3, 1973 requesting 
8:32 pom. this Hearing "in behalf of our dog that was attacked by Mr. Price's 
dog on December 24, 1972". 


Chairman McAuliffe asked if there wag anyone who wished to speak in 
opposition. 


Chairman McAuliffe asked if there was anyone who wished to speak on 
behalf of the complaint. 


Mr. and Mrs. Queen took the oath and swore to tell the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth as far as their complaint is concerned. 


Chairman McAuliffe read another letter dated December 26, 1972 as 
follows: 


"Dear Selectmen of Southborough: Around 8:30 on December 24, my wife put 

our little dog out to do her job in the front lawn. ‘She tied the little 

dog up and went in the house. A little while later my son, who is 6% years 
old asked where the dog was which my wife said she was outside doing her job. 
My wife said to my son, check and see if "Princess" is all right. I was in 
the bathroom at the time. My son opened the front door and started to scream 
and crye My nextdoor neighbor, Price's German Shepherd dog had our little 
dog in its mouth shaking the daylights out of our little dog. Our little 

dog weighs about five pounds. When my wife heard our son scream, she came 
running to the front door. She saw Price's dog leave our yard. My son 

saw everything. My wife started to scream and cry. Our little dog just 
laid there. After I found out what was going on, I put some clothes on, 

then ran out to our little dog. ‘She was unconscious. Price was in his yarde 
I told him what his dog just did and the only result I got from him was--he 
gave me the finger. JI looked down at Princess and I thought she was dead. 

I talked to her and I noticed she moved her tail. I picked up the dog. I 
told my wife to call the Police, then I took the dog to Dr. Johnson. Price's 
dog made a big hole in the back of my dog's back. Also, the skin was broken 
around the dog's stomach. She was in bad shape. I told Price to keep his 
dog in his own yard. It is like talking to the traffic-=-no results. His 
dog has bothered my little dog quite often. Our little dog is always tied 
up. My wife has chased him out of the yard many times. The dog in question 
has attacked my wife and child. He's come after me in my own yard--five or 
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six times. This dog is always bothering my larger dog which I have 
chained in the woods. Many times when I feed my dog, he comes over 

and eats his food. I think the dog is hungry. He must be, because 

he eats the wild bird seed I put out for the birds. The dog is getting 
worse. My family isn't safe outside. Now the sad news is our little 
dog is dead. My wife is heartbroken and our son, I don't know how to 
tell him that Princess is dead. It is a shame you can't even have a 
pet tied up in your own yard. This dog meant a lot to the whole family. 
Arthur F. Queen, 190 Cordaville Road, Southborough, Mass." 


Mr. Queen: ''He knocked down the Lamy girl too but she don't want to say 
mothing because she plays with Price's little girl." 


Selectman Dumont called for other evidence in the file. 
Chairman McAuliffe read Dog Officer's report dated 12/26/72: 


"Investigation of complaint by Mr. Queen of Cordaville Road. Mr. 

Queen was owner of one spayed female Pomeranian dog. This dog, while 

tied to the front door railing on Sunday, December 24, 1972 was attacked 
and badly bitten by a German Shepherd dog owned by Mr. Price of Cordaville 
Road (next door neighbor). 


Mr. Queen's dog was taken to the Vets (P. Johnson) and after two days 
it was learned that the damaged dog was paralized, so with the owners' 
permission, the dog was put to sleep by Mr. P. Johnson. 


I went to the home of Mr. Price, told him what had happened. He flatly 
denied that his dog had bitten anything and claimed that Mr. Queen must 
have killed his own dog to get even with him (Mr. Price) for something 

or other. 


He insisted on seeing the dead animal so I called Peter Johnson, got his 
permission and took Mr. Price to look at the carcass. He then tried to 
establish if the wounds were made by bullets. I agreed with Peter Johnson, 
definitely dog bite; I then took Mr. Price home and advised him to keep 
his dog close by that there would no doubt be a Hearing. 


Mr. Price's dog is a licensed dog--Tag #334. 


Selectman Dumont questioned whether or not the owner of the dog was asked to be 
present for tonight's Hearing. The answer was, no. He was not notified of the 
Hearing. 


Selectman Dumont stated, that "because there seems to be grounds for some 
action on the part of this Board in reference to that dog, whatever action 
we take, cannot be taken before the owner is present or notified of such 
possibility. I think the facts seem to indicate that certain things ought 
to be done to restrict the dog at least, and I think it is only fair that 
the owner of the dog have an opportunity to make his statement in connect- 
ion with anything we might do. I would Like to ask that this Hearing be 
continued until an opportunity can be made for that particular party to be 
present. It is not necessary, in my judgment, that there be any confronta- 
tion between you and them. You are welcome to do what you wish but I think 
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we need to have his presence before we take any action." 


Mrs. Queen: "When you take a five-pound little Pomeranian dog and have a 
big German Shepherd.eecee" 


Mr. Queen: "This guy here is playing with a short deck. He said my wife 
shot the dog? He is a little soft in the head, isn't he?" 


RCD: "Quite. My point only is that before we take any final action in connect- 
ion with the evidence that has come before us, which I think is pretty 
impressive and convincing, that something new should be done, that we need 
to have the owner of the dog present before us, before we take the final 
action.'"! 


Mr. Queen: "I would like to know why this man has animals. He doesn't know how 
to take care of them. They all die on him and they throw them on 
my side. They pulled a dead horse out of the barn last year. Why 
does this man have animals? He goes down to Carbone's and gets 
lettuce leaves to feed everything. I saw him feed lettuce leaves to 
the horse. I was brought up on a farm. You don't feed lettuce leaves 
to a horse!" 


Mrs. Queen: "I've seen the horse eat a piece of plywood." 
Mr. Queen: "Half of a four by..esheet plywood." 
Mrs. Queen: "The horse was so hungry." 


Mr. Queen: "That little dog had a big chunk out of his back. You can ask Dr. 
Johnson. I looked out there in that snow and that stuff wasn't 
there because the dog ate it. I don't think that dog should be 
running around." 


Selectman Bartolini: 'Has the Animal Inspector been down to examine this dog?" 
Answer: "He did." 


Mr. Queen: "When I made this report to the Dog Officer, he said are you sure 
it is the German Shepherd? Are you sure it isn't the brown dog 
with one eye? I said that dog was killed the first week of August 
while my wife was up in Maine on vacation. That dog went down the 
road to visit one of his girlfriend dogs and a car run over it. And 
he says, well nobody told me about it and the Dog Officer's words 
were, ‘well, there is no loss because he was never licensed.’ He 
was questioning me whether I had the right dog. He said was it the 
brown dog? I said, no. That one is dead three months ago. It was 
a German Shepherd. That dog is vicious because I bought the Walck's 
place and I bought two acres in the back and I picked up a stick many 
a time. The dog jumped over there and is fighting with my dog and 
has come after me also and that clown has been over there just looking, 
doing nothing about it. I don't think he has got all his marbles 
when he turns around and says that my wife shot the dog. She misses 
that dog. That dog was worth a lot of money to us. I don't under- 
stand that man telling you people that--to get revenge on him. We 
don't have nothing to do with that man. The first day we moved in 
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that place six years ago, we got a rough treatment from his younger 

boys I like to get along with neighbors, and we mind our own business. 
We've got one German Shepherd dog that is always tied up. When he's 

loose he is right beside me. When I am finished with that dog, the dog 

is chained up again. I take care of my animals. I feed them good. Now, 
last year he had chickens coming over. It really is a big circus. The 

guy shouldn't have animals. He shouldn't have animals in my estimation. 

Of course, I am just one man talking about it. But that dog should be 

done something with because since the other dog is gone he is getting 
wilder and wilder. And I am telling you, you can talk with Dr. Johnson 
because a big chunk of that dog's meat missing. And I went out with that 
poor little dog at the end of the long rope we had out, and I couldn't find 
that meat and I tell you where that meat went--into that, went into the 
other dog's stomach. I am not going to work eight hours a day on construc- 
tion work like Mr. Bartolini knows I work, and I am not going to be worry- 
ing my job and worrying about what is going on at home and that dog is 
running fancy free. When I called Dog Officer Sunday night, I told him the 
story that the dog is still running around. The answer I got from him, "Don't 
push me.' I said, ‘Hey pal, ain't that dog supposed to be restricted?' He 
says no, not until the Hearing. He still runs around. Once in awhile he 
runs around the yard in the daytime with a leash on it. But he is not kidd- 
ing me, because I see the dog running around at night". 


RCD: "What I suggest you do is this. Because I don't think we can take any pam, 
final action until we have the owner in, that I think we ought to re- 
strict the dog at this point officially, pending resolution of the 
matter. J think we can do that. Is that proper to do on a temporary 
basis?! 


Judge Brewin: "You can, without hearing from the other people". 


Mr. Queen: "This man is going to lie through his teeth now. You can see right 
now. He said that my wife shot the dog to get revenge on him. 
What do we want with that drunker over there? We don't bother 
with him", 


Chairman McAuliffe: 'The only reason why we are taking this action is for the 
protection of all who are involved so that Mr. Price can- 
not say that he was not so notified of a Hearing". 


Mre Queen: "I told him a thousand times to keep his animals on his side. He 
had a pig there this past summer going through all the...eand one 
of the officers (Police) and I stayed on the road for twenty min- 
utes until they made up their mind to get that pig out of there. 
It was going back and forth slowing the traffic down so the darn 
animal wouldn't get killed, you know. He has been a nuisance. He 
had pigs over there. He don't know how to take care of them and 
then he throws all their droppings right next to my property line. 
That's not good either in the summertime. This guy is getting away oa 
with murder. ‘Somebody tells me he is a veteran. I was a veteran 
for seven years, World War II for five years and Korea War too. 
I don't expect the town to do anything for me. I am going to work 
for my living and take care of my family. But this clown here is 
on Welfare and that is it. He is living on top of the world. You 
mean to tell me that if that was his dog and my dog went over there, 
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he wasn't even decent enough to come over to see what happened. I told 
him what happened and he gave me the finger. That's not right. You get 
that clown in here, he is going to lie through his teeth. You can see 
what kind of a man he is when he says that my wife shot the dog just to 
get revenge on him. Well, boy, my wife wouldn't even sit on him! That 
is the kind of man he is". 


Selectman Bartolini made a motion to issue an immediate restraining order until 
the Board of Selectmen can finalize their decision. The Dog Officer, C. F. 
Hamel, is to go to the home of Mr. Gerald F. Price, 188 Yordaville Road, with 
the Animal Inspector, Sereno Johnson, and investigate to see what Mr. Arthur 
Queen, 190 Cordaville Road, has brought out at this Hearing-=-that the dog of 
Mr. Price is being maltreated and underfed=--and report back with the owner of 
the dog and come before the Board of Selectmen next Tuesday, January 16, 1973. 


Motion was seconded and unanimously 
VOTED: as stated in Selectman Bartolini's above motion. 


Letter is to go to Gerald Price asking him to attend a meeting 1/16/73 at 
8:00 pem. to discuss dog situation. 


Mrs. Queen: "I have seen that dog tied up all day long without having a drink 
of water. When I gave my dog some water, that poor dog would cry. 
It is pitiful. He has got rabbits over there in the barn. He has 
got pigeons. He's got geese. I don't know what all he's got in 
that barn. They're never out". 


Mr. Queen: "Meanwhile, if that dog comes in my yard, I am going to get a gun 
and blow its brains out. I am a taxpayer in this town and I am 
going to protect my property. You people are witness to this. The 
last time I had a gun in my hand was in the service. But that dog 
was real sweet and dear to us and we really miss her. And to have 
this clown say that my wife put bullet hdlesin the dog just to get... 
boy he needs something. But I will tell you one thing, I don't own 
a gun but I am going to see the Chief and I am going to get a gun. 
And the first time that dog, he'll be running loose, you tell him 
and you might as well be talking to a wall, that dog will run loose. 
But if he comes over to my yard, well, goodby. The reason why that 
dog isn't dead now is because I have a beautiful German Shepherd up 
there. So if I tie my other dog up, he'll come after my other dog. 
I have got a lot to lose. But if that dog is over in my yard, that's 
its 


RCD: "We are going to restrain him as of tomorrow morning as soon as we can get 
the Order out and the dog should be restrained fully for one week until we 
have him in here and issue a final Order either with or without him here 
next week", 


Mr. Queen: "Too bad I didn't bring my son. I have a six year old son. He's 
not stupid and he isn't the smartest kid in the world. That's why 
I want him to know what is going to happen. This guy has had his 
license taken away. He drove the car drunk, chased some people up 
and down the highway. My wife called the Chief and Sargeant Baker 
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was on the ‘phone and practically told her to mind her own 

business and shut up and let things alone because that was one 

of his drinking buddies. That is besides the point. You talk to 

him, you might as well as talk to the chair--you get better results. 
Even the Dog Officer, when I called him up, talked to his wife as he 
was working, and his wife said he got a bad treatment over there. So 
I apologized and said that's nothing--that hasn't happened before. 

But this guy won't do nothing. It seems like the town owes him a lot. 
I don't know why". 


RCD: '"Why don't you wait and see what happens?" 


LJB: "We have issued an Order to Restrain. If the dog isn't restrained, the 
Dog Officer goes up there and that is the end of the ballgame." 


Mr. Queen: "Well, I hope so, Mr. Bartolini, because if that dog attacks my wife 
and kid in our own yard...because if that dog, I'm going to get 
myself a gun and if that dog is in my yard, that's it!" 


Selectman Bartolini: "No, don't get a gun’. 


Mr. Queen: "I've tried to be good to him but he is out of the question., since 
the first day I moved into that place", 


Chairman McAuliffe: "Rest assured, the Board will follow through". 


Mr. Queen: "I hope so, like I said that little dog had a chunk of meat taken 
right of its back and that dog ate it because that dog has eaten 
wild bird seed. Believe me, that dog is starving. They've got 
about eight cats! Looking at my trailer to take to the dump this 
Saturday, and they're in there going through the stuff I got in 
there. The animals are starving, believe me! The man shouldn't 
handle animals. I thought that when they pulled that dead horse 
out of there that that was the end of the animals". 


Chairman McAuliffe: "Rest assured that we will follow this through", 


Mr. Queen: "I hope so because life is too short to make trouble for somebody 
else. Believe me, I know how it is. I am a construction worker. 
Mr. Bartolini knows. We have worked a lot of jobs together and 
I am the last guy to make trouble, I don't care if the person is 
black, white or blue, I am the last person to make trouble for 
Somebody else, and I would be the first person to help them out". 


Chairman McAuliffe: "You will have a decision within a week". 


Mr. Queen: "It really hurts to see that poor little dog that we don't have 
‘any more. The poor thing was tied up. What more could she do? 
She didn't have a fighting chance. At least she could run, but 
the thing was tied by a clothesline rope and that damn fleabag-- 
theyoughtto shoot him. It is a rotten shame!" 


Chairman McAuliffe and 


RCD: "We will get back to you. The dog will be restrained tomorrow 
morning", 
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Mr. Queen: "I want to thank everybody for your time''.

8:38 peme gard to a complaint that the Board of Selectmen received concerning a 
dog incident. 


The Chairman stated that under the laws of the Commonwealth of Mass- 
achusetts, he is required to swear in all persons who wish to give 
testimony. 


Mr. and Mrs. Gerald F. Price, 188 Cordaville Road and Mr. Paul Brandt, 
(Stoughton, Mass.)swore to tell the whole truth and nothing but the truth. 


Chairman McAuliffe then read aloud a letter as received from Mr. Arthur 
F, Queen dated December 26, 1972; also a letter the Board of Selectmen 
sent Mr. Price, dated January 9, 1973 ordering that Mr. Price restrain 
his dog until the Board of Selectmen has finalized its decision. 


Chairman McAuliffe stated that the Selectmen had ordered an investigation 
by the Animal Inspector and the Dog Officer. 


Gerald Price: "I had an argument with him on the day he is talking about around 
that time at 8:30 aeme or 8:45 aem. the 24th of December. I went out in the yard, 
The dog was with me, the first time the dog had been out that day, and he came over 
and made a remark to keep the dog tied and I told him why didn't he keep his dog 
shut up because it barks and howls all the time. This has been going on for years 
anyway. He never mentioned his dog one way or the other. He never mentioned his 
dog at all. He says he is really going to get me this time. So, that was it, 

I went in the house and I didn't hear another thing about it until about noontime 
or 11:30 Tuesday, the day after New Year's, January 2nd, when the Dog Officer came 
to the house. He says your dog killed Queen's dog. I said I don't believe it. 

He said, well, I just got a call on ite I says, where is it? He said it is up 

to Dr. Johnson's office or hospital. I says I want to see it. So we went up and 
I seen the dog. Now I am going to the paper here. Is this correct? Can I read 
this statement? Is this correct?''. 


Selectman : "You can't go by the paper. We don't.."'. 


Mr. Prices "All right. Well, anyway, he said that the back of the dog was eaten 
out and the statement you just read here about the stomach which had wounds on it, 
there was no marks of that kind. There was no marks on the dog's back. There was 
no marks on the dog's stomach. It had two razor cuts on the side of the neck== one 
on each side. Razor cuts! That's what I'm saying. And he also said that the hind 
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leg of the dog, there was no physical marks on the outside of the dog. He 

said the hind leg was crippled. Could be broken or the nerve. He also said 
there was a wound on the head. The doctor said this, Johnson. I didn't see 
the wound on the head. He said it wasn't serious. I didn't look at it cause 
the dog, it was one of them little Pomeranian dogs, you know, they got a lot 

of fur. I didn't see the wound on the head that he said. I looked at the two 
cuts. I didn't believe it. I thought he might have shot the dog. I took my 
hand and I was feeling inside the wound on the dog. Johnson got uptight about 
it. He thought I was questioning his ability to be a doctor and we had a few 
words about that and I said the dog didn't do it. I was looking for a slug in- 
Side the dog. Maybe I was wrong by doing that. So I didn't know another thing 
now until the Dog Officer came up. I didn't know about this Hearing that you 
held last week until the Dog Officer came into my house last Wednesday, the day 
after the Hearing, about noontime. He asked me if I was at the Hearing last 
night, and my dog had to be restrained and all this. That's what I know about 
it. As far as the damage to the dog, it is completely false, believe me. Why 
this man made up this lie, there is motives, but like the man says, you can't 
bring up the motives, this is a dog hearing. Now I want to tell you, he threat- 
ened to get me good this time, and he also threatened Thursday after the New 
Year, on the 4th at 4:15 p.m. in the evening, when I was going out to the barn, 
he was standing there in the woods, and he says, ‘Price, I hope you got plenty 
of money, because this is going to cost you, because your dog killed my dog'. 
And another thing, we get into the killing of the dog. The man ordered the dog 
destroyed on his own. The dog was in no danger of dying. These people with 
these hard feelings. Now he came up with this statement about that dog. The 
dog was in no danger. And all he had was two marks, and like I say, the dog 
was a very furry dog. He would have had two scars, He got a scar like I had. 
I was cut by a razor right here on the side of my neck. The fur..there was 
nothing wrong with that dog, and he ordered that dog destroyed. The dog was 
not going to die. And he order the dog buried because he didn't know that I 
went up there with the Dog Officer and seen the dog's body. I think there is 

a fraud or a conspiracy going on, that that man started to defraud me of money. 
I think the man committed a criminal act. I really do. I think I am going to 
take it to court, to Westboro Court and file criminal charges and legal charges 
against the man. I think the whole thing...if a man can come up here and make 
statements like that about a man's dog, he could do it about the man's kid or 
anybody else. I think that the man should be exposed to what he is, vicious 
and just plain meanness. Now if you want to get into the motive, I can give 
you the motive. It involves his girl, his daughter, who don't live there any- 
more. She is a juvenile and I don't want to mention her name. Do you want to 
get into that?" 


Chairman McAuliffe: "Stay right out of that". 
Mr. Price: "All right". 


Chairman McAuliffe: "Is there anyone else who would like to make any state- 
ments at this time?!! 


Mr. Price: "I want my wife to bring up this thing, now that everything that 

he says and she says and I have other witnesses, I have forty people that would 
come and say this because they were at a cookout, how he beat his dog so mer- 
cilessly, it was pitiful". 
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Chairman McAuliffe: "It is immaterial to this Hearing right here”. 

Mr. Price: "No, it isn't! Because I want to show that the wounds on this 
dog were inflicted by him for personal gain and I am going to bring up wit- 
nesses that are going to testify how mean he is and how he beat his dog al- 
most to death right on the streets of Southborough". 

Chairman McAuliffe: "That has nothing to do with this Hearing". 

Mr. Price: "Oh yes, it does have something to do with it, because I'm just 
showing the meanness of this man, how he is capable...I made a statement, I 
think the dog was cut with a razor blade. I want to bring up something that 
says the man is capable of doing that type of thing. He shook his head. Who 
is this man? I don't know this man". 


Selectman Bartolini: "He is Judge Brewin from Westboro Yourt''. 


Judce Brewin: "I say as a lawyer, it is not material and relevant to the case 
before us". 


Selectman Bartolini: "He is our legal advisor'', 
Mr. Price: "I haven't met him. I can't bring that out now, huh"? 


Chairman McAuliffe: "Not on this particular case. We have a ruling from the 
Town Counsel", 


Mrs. Price: "It is pertinent because I think, myself that he did kill his own 
dog to get back at us. Now he says we can't bring up other things. You'd under-= 
stand right away then why he is doing all of this". 


Mr. Price: "I believe he could be capable of killing his own dog because I have 
seen him beat his dog very, very mercilessly". 


Selectman Bartolini: "When you saw this man beat his dog, did you call the Dog 
Officer?" 


Mr. & Mrs. Price: "Yes,"' 
Mr. Price: "We reported it to the National Society...'! 


Mrs. Price: 'My neighbor called Mrs. Sullivan and we already talked to her and 
she said it was all right to mention her name." 


Selectman Bartolini: 'Did you call the Dog Officer?" 


Mr. Price: "The Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
were called. The local Police were called on another incident", 


Selectman Bartolini: "Did they come down?" 


Mr. Prices "I didn't call them. Other people called them. I didn't make the 
call". 
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Selectman Bartolini: "Did the Police make a log of this!''? 


Mr. Price: ''The Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, they don't tell you anything. I didn't call them". 


Selectman Bartolini: "I don't care who called them. You said es. the 
name came up and I was wondering if they did come down". 


Mr. Price: "I don't know what happened". 

Mrs. Price: 'They did come down. They went to his house". 
sorecewan Bartolini: "Do you know about what time this was''? 
Mrs. Price: (inaudible). 

Selectman Bartolini: ‘About a month''? 

Mr. Price: "No. Maybe about a year. I think it was in 1969". 
Selectman Bartolini: "You said the dog..-Dr. Johnson...''? 


Mr. Price: ''The dog was still warm when I went up there. It was just put 
to sleep he says". 


Selectman Bartolini: 'Did Dr. Johnson..."'. 
Mr. Price: ''He said Queen ordered the dog destroyed". 
Selectman Bartolini: "Did he say the dog was going to live''? 


Mr. Price: 'Yah. Now that's why I asked--another thing I would like to men- 
tion, I asked for the Dog Officer to be here tonight and I also asked for Dr. 
Johnson". 


Chairman McAuliffe: "I already have a sworn statement from the Dog Officer". 


Mr. Price: "I know it, but I thought,--there is another thing, this whole 
thing, now, I think it would have been better if he was here in person on a 
matter like this. One dog is dead and this man wants two dogs dead plus fin-= 
ancial gain for himself or my loss, either one. He stated that. What I said 
now is before he went to the Police, before he went to this Hearing. It is on 
record at the Police Station over here. I says I want the guy off my back. The 
guy bothers me. He was on my back. He sent the cruiser down and they talked 

to him and they haven't said a word to me after that. These reports what I 
would like to submit to the Board of his cruelty to his own dog. And you say 
I'm not allowed to bring this up at this time. But I think it should be allowed 
to because I just accuse that man of hurting his own dog and if I can't bring 
up evidence to say he is capable of doing it, you know. I just want a full 
Hearing", 


Chairman McAuliffe: "This Board wants you to have a full Hearing." 


Mr. Price: ''... like I'm harboring some kind of a vicious wolf there, you 
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know? And the dog isn't like that. I'll go home and get the dog now, if you 
want to see it. And these cuts on the neck, one cut on each side of the neck, 
is aaee a 


(end of tape). 


Chairman McAuliffe: "This is the report that was received 12/26/72". (Chair- 
man McAuliffe then read aloud Dog Officer's report dated 12/26/72. This is 
written out in full in Minutes of 1/9/73). "That was his original statement. 
We also have a statement from the Animal Inspector: 


Tuesday, January 16, 1973 


I visited Gerald F. Price of 188 Cordaville Road, Southboro on 
January 12, 1973 and all I found was one dog well tied, two or 
three ducks and about a dozen pigeons. 


The pigs he had in December, 1971 went to slaughter of February, 1972 
and he has not had any animals since then.

Selectman Dumont: "Is there any further investigation from the Dog Officer''? 
Chairman McAuliffe: "Yes. Dated 1/11/73: 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Southborough 


Gentlemen: 


Following the complaint by Mr. Queen on 12-24-72 I received a telephone 
call by Mr. Queen on the next day informing me that his dog had been put 
to sleep due to damages caused by dog owned by Mr. Price. 


At this time I went to Mr. Price's home, told him what had happened, he 
did not believe this and asked to see the carcass. I got permission from 
Vet. Peter Johnson and we both, Mr. Price and myself went in my truck to 
Johnson's Vet Hosp. and we both looked at the dead dog. 


Both sides of the dog's forequarters had been shaved for cleaning and 
treatment. I did see teeth marks on both sides but did not see any part 
of this dog's body missing or torn out or mutilated in any way except 
the puncture wounds. Any claim of this dog having been eaten by Price's 
dog in my opinion is false. 


Charles F, Hamel 
Dog Officer 
Town of Southboro" 


Mr. Price: "Dog bites. I say there were two razor cuts. This dog has been 
up in that animal hospital from Sunday morning until Tuesday noon and yet there 
were no stitches taken on these wounds. And like I say, I felt inside the 
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"wound. There were no stitches taken on muscles inside the dog, inside his 
neck. Like I said, there was one slice on this side and one on there. My 
German Shepherd has two large teeth on top and two on the bottom. Now if he 
went at that dog, there would have been two marks anyway, possibly four. He 
said they were dog bites? Everyone presumed they were dog bites. They wouldn't 
realize that this man would come out with a story like that. It is almost un- 
believable that this man would come out with a story=--in other words, if a guy 
was laying on the street and his head was smashed in and somebody said he just 
got hit with a car, you'd believe it wouldn't you? And that's the same thing 
it would be for the dog officer. That's why I wanted the man here tonight. I 
wanted Johnson here tonight and I wanted a member of the Police Department here 
tonight and the town don't see fit to bring him here", 


Selectman Dumont: "Let me just say on that score, that I think that further 
investigation on this particular action by this Board may be in order and that 
we may involve these people in further discussion. I don't think it necessarily 
means that they are being kept away from this meeting tonight for any reason and 
I just want to make that point". 


Mr. Price: "I would be glad to have them here at this meeting. Here is an article 
that was in the Worcester paper and this is the first time that I knew about a 
dog attack--that my dog attacked these people", 


Selectman Dumont: ‘Mr. Price, you talked about the first knowledge you had of 
this situation was the day after the New Year and the information in our reports 
indicate that the accident or the situation occurred on the 24th of December and 
that it was a couple of days later that the dog was put away. That is several 
days before the New Year that all this happened. Now, it was a week ago that we 
had the Dog Hearing on the ninth. Today is the sixteenth. I don't know what 
happened during the New Year week that is pertinent to this case, but you were 
very explicit in your discussions here tonight about what happened the day after 
New Year's. This thing is supposed to have happened the day before Christmas, 
according to Mr. Queen.! 


Mr. Price: "Right, the attack on the dog. Now, we're off the dog..." 
Selectman Dumont: "Forget the paper a minute. When you said you did hot know 
about this until the Dog Officer...I want to get the date straight. The day 
after Christmas?" 


Mr. Price: "Yes, the 25th." 


Selectman Dumont: ''All right, so that the 26th of December, Tuesday, not the 
day after New Year's that you found out about it." 


Mr. Price: "Right. You state that the article in the newspaper isn't correct?" 
Chairman McAuliffe: 'I haven't seen the article". 


Mr. Prices 'Nobody wrote the newspaper to say the article wasn't correct. The 
Board of Selectmen didn't deny it". 


Chairman McAuliffe: "I haven't seen the article". 


Mr. Price: "Do you want to see it? The newspaper says he was attacked, his 
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"wife was attacked and his six year old boy was attacked by this dog. It 
don't say when", 


Mrs. Price: "If that had happened you would have heard him all over Southboro". 
Chairman McAuliffe: 'The Selectmen haven't stated here the dog attacked". 

Mr. Price: "Yes. You said it. You read Queen's charges. The first thing 

you did. You read what he said at the Hearing last week and he said he was 


attacked by the dog''. 


Selectmen Dumont: "It said in his letter, 'the dog in question has attacked 
my wife and child’. He put it in his complaint." 


Mr. Price: "The Dog Officer told me that he never received a complaint about 

my dog from them or anybody else. I called the Police Station. They checked 

the files. There is no report at the Police Station that that dog ever bother- 

ed anybody". 

Selectman Dumont: "What is the present state of the dog? Is he being restrained?" 


Mr. Price: "Yes." 


Selectman Dumont: "We have had no reason to believe that that isn't being 
carried out", 


Chairman McAuliffe: "It is being carried out according to the Animal Inspector." 


Mr. Price: "Can I bring up one more thing? I didn't know until tonight that his 
dog was a female. My dog is a male. I have had dogs all my life and I never 
heard of a male dog ever hurting a female dog. I never heard of ite. You can 

get experts from anywhere and they never heard of it. You can bring a female 
dofeces'! 


Selectman Dumont: ‘'"Spayed." 
Mr. Price: "No matter!" 
Selectman Dumont: "Want me to tell you about that?"! 


Mr. Price: "You can bring a female dog into your house and eat right out of 
your dog's dish and a male dog will never touch that female. I didn't know it 
until he called the dog Princess and he said it was a female. It wasn't a 
puppy either. It was small, but a full-grown dog, one of them Pomeranians." 


Selectman Dumont: ‘Before we resolve this matter, there seems to be some 
discrepancies between the information we received last week and the information 
we now have in our possession from our investigation and the information we have 
received from Mr. Prices I would think that it would be in order for us to fur- 
ther continue this Hearing for exploration with the veterinarian involved, 
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"together with the Dog Officer and maybe with the Police with regard to 
the situation which may have occurred in this area before. I don't feel 
that I can, at this moment and time, make a judgment." 


Selectman Bartolini: "I would suggest you get everybody in the same room." 


Selectman Dumont: "That's what I meant. In other words, those people plus 
these people plus the other people who are involved. We will see how it. goes." 
Selectman Dumont: "I move that we continue the Hearing and specifically that 

we ask the Dog Officer, the veterinarian involved in the case, the Police, as 
well as the complaintant and the owner of the dog to appear at the next meeting." 


Selectman Bartolini seconded the Motion. 
Chairman McAuliffe: "Any further discussion?" 


Mr. Price: 'Was this dog licensed? That is the first thing they asked me if 
my dog was licensed." 


Selectman Dumont and 
Chairman McAuliffe: "His dog was licensed." 


There was no further discussion and it was unanimously 

VOTED: as stated in Selectman Dumont's above-mentioned motion. 
Mr. Price: "In other words, this is it?" 

Chairman McAuliffe: "No." 


Selectman Dumont: "I made a Motion to continue the Hearing until we have an 
opportunity to have the Police and have the veterinarian and have the Dog Officer 
here with you and with Mr. Queen so that we can get this thing all settled." 


Mr. Price: 'You already have a statement that the dog's back was chewed away. 
You got two statements--one from the veterinarian and one from Queen that the 
dog's back was chewed away. It wasn't chewed away. That's what I am trying to 
say» The man came up here and perjured himself under oath and signed a state- 
ment." 


Selectman Dumont: "I said because of the conflicts, we ought to continue this 
discussion and you were the one who was interested in having these other people 
here in the first place, so I suggest that you let us proceed along those lines. 
We'll see if we can't settle it once and for all. In the meantime, I think the 
dog should continue to be restrained." 


Mr. Price: "Don't worry. I'1l keep him tied up. I also want to say one thing. 
I'd like to have that man restrained. I don't want to have him bothering me. 

I don't want him to say anything to mee. Nothing! I went to the Police about it. 
Now, this is the last straw. This has been going on for years. I don't want 

to have that man bothering me." 


Selectman Dumont: "I don't know whether we have a dog problem or a people 
problem!!!

Mrs. Price: ''The whole thing centers on that.! 


Selectman Bartolini: "If you have a people problem, Gerry, you should hire 
an attorney, and take whatever action..."'

He don't care two cents about the 
dog." 


Selectman Bartolini: "If you have problems with your neighbor, I suggest you 
see your attorney and take the proper procedure. It has nothing to do with the 
Selectmen."

8:00 pem. Continued Dog Hearing: Mr. Arthur Queen vs. Mr. Gerald Price. This is 
to continued from the original Hearing held on January 9, 1973 which was 
9:02 pem.e continued to January 16, 1973. 


Chairman McAuliffe asked each and everyone who planned to give any test- 
imony to take an oath to tell the whole truth and nothing but the truth. 


The oath was taken by Mr. & Mrs. Gerald Price and the Brandt's boy. 


Chairman McAuliffe: "Mr. Price, do you wish to make any further statements or 
comments?" 


Mr. Price: "Not at this time." 


Chairman McAuliffe: 'Mr. Hamel, would you make a statement concerning your in- 
volvement in this case''? 


Mr. Charles F. Hamel, Dog Officer: '"I have stated in writing and it has been 
attested and sworn to and signed." 


Chairman McAuliffe: 'I have a letter from Dr. Peter V. Johnson, Veterinarian, 
which I shall read: 


December 24, 1972 


No post mortem on following dog was or can be performed, body gone. 

Arthur Queen of 190 Cordaville Road, Southboro presented to my office 

a mature Pomeranian, carried in a blanket. Dog was in shock as evidenced 
by lack of pupil reflex, acute paleness of mouth mucous membranes. Blood 
was oozing from two wounds in upper shoulder-blade area, one on each side 
of body. Hair was matted from extensive loss of blood. Coma condition of 
dog made it possible to inject blood-clotting solution and a antibiotic. 
Extensive clipping was necessary to clear wounds of hair and dirt. Probing 
of the two wounds, one on each side found no broken-off tooth or bone chips. 
No communication between the two wounds was found so wounds were flushed 
vigorously with antisep. Wound of right side was gaping and showed extensive 
muscle damage. Given a history of a dog fight, size of wounds lead me to 
believe considerable shaking must have occured. Dog died of loss of blood, 
shock and some head damage as evidenced by skun areas over head and eyes." 


Chairman McAuliffe (continued): "I also have a report from the Southborough 
Police Department: 


Gentlemen: My Department has no records of Complaints received from the Price 
family concerning 'Dog Problems’. 
Very truly yours, 
/s/ Francis J. Mattioli, Chief of Police 
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Mr. Price: "When I went up with the Dog Officer, we looked at the dog and 

we talked to the veterinarian, Mr. Johnson who can't be here tonight evidently, 
he told me he talked to Queen a short while before and he destroyed the dog. 
Now I would like to ask the Dog Officer if that is not what he said. The dog 
did not die, he destroyed it." 

Mr. Hamel: "This was, of course, by Mr. Queen.'! 


Mrs. Queen: "He told me the dog was paralyzed, couldn't use its leg, it had 
brain damage and I told him to put the dog away. why should the dog suffer?" 


Mr. Price: "He said the dog could be saved." 
Mrs. Queen: "He told me there was nothing else he could do for the dog." 


Mr. Price: "I would like to be refreshed now of what Mr. Queen said the dog's 
wounds were.,'!! 


Mrs. Queen: "I don't want anything but this dog put away. I have a little boy 
that's playing outside and I don't want that dog out in my yard or anywhere 

around my property. I have small grandchildren that come there and I am frightened! 
What if that dog attacks one of my children or my grandchildren? What would I do?" 


Mr. Price: "Has he?" 

Mrse Queen: "No, but he could." 

Mr. Price: "Oh, but he could?! 

Selectman Bartolini: "There will be no cross-conversation." 

Chairman McAuliffe: "All questions are to be directed through the Chairman." 

Mr. Queen: "This dog was seen with our little dog in its mouth. This little 

dog was tied up on the front railing. This dog was seen shaking this little dog. 
Now what else do we have to say? Had we not seen this dog, we wouldn't say nothing. 
It would have been a puzzle. How come this dog is laying down bleeding and all 
that. But this dog was seen by my son and by my wife. This German Shepherd had 
this little dog in its mouth and shaking the daylights out of it. This is no lie. 
This is the truth." 

8:07 pem. Judge Brewin arrived at this time. 

Chairman McAuliffe: "Do you want me to read the whole letter again?" 

Mr. Price: "Yes." 

Chairman McAuliffe then read aloud letter dated 12/26/72 ritten by Mr. Arthur F. 
Queen, 190 Cordaville Road, Southborough, Mass. (Complete letter is recorded in 
Minutes of January 9, 1973 on page 1). 

Mr. Price: "Will you please read Mrs. Queen's statement." 


Chairman McAuliffe: "There was just one letter received." 


Mr. Price: "Can I talk now? I move or make a statement that this Hearing be 
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dismissed because the man has perjured once before." 

Mr. Queen: 'Perjured what?" 

Chairman McAuliffe: ''That's for the Board to determine." 


Mr. Queen: "Didn't this man say my wife shot the dog? Didn't you say that, 
Mr. Price? My wife shot the dog? It is on the record here, pal.!! 


Mr. Price: "I was looking for a bullet." 


Mr. Queen: ''You were looking for a bullet. Didn't you say that my wife shot 
the dog?" | 


Mr. Price: "No, I never said your wife shot the dog." 


Mr. Queen: "Did you read the report? This man said my wife shot the dog two 
weeks ago tonight." 


Mrs. Price: "You're capable of killing your own dog.!! 


Mr. Queen: 'My wife shot the dog in revenge, Mrs. Price? Well, that's what the 
man told me." 


Mrs. Price: "That's what was on the recordee.'! 

Mr. Queen: "That's what he insisted down at the veterinarian, that the dog 
was shot and he wanted to see the bullet hole. Two weeks ago tonight, the 
report was made that my wife shot the dog to get revenge on Mr. Price. We 
don't even own a gun, not yet we don't." 

Chairman McAuliffe then read a portion of the Dog Officer's Report dated 12/26/72: 
eee IT went to the home of Mr. Price, told him what had happened. He flatly denied 
that his dog had bitten anything and claimed that Mr. Queen must killed his 

dog to get even with him (Mr. Price) for something or other. 
He insisted on seeing the dead animal so I called Peter Johnson, got his 
permission and took Mr. Price to look at the carcass. He then tried to 
establish if the wounds were made by bullets.".co.e 
Mr. Hamel: "This is my report. This is from my written report." 
Chairman McAuliffe: '"...to establish if the wounds were made by bullets.'! 
Mr. Queen: "One of us shot the dog, right?" 
Chairman McAuliffe: "It said, ‘he must have killed his own dog'.'" 
Mr. Queen: '"'...the wounds on the top doesn't meet up with the ones on the 
bottom. There are two different locations. If I shot the dog, the thing would 
go from the top to the bottom, wouldn't it? Right straight through?" 


Judge Brewin asked for Dr. Johnson's report. 


Mr. Queen: 'In other words, we made this all up here. I don't know why the 
two of us came down here tonight." 
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McAuliffe: "Well, you requested that the Board of Selectmen hold a Hearing 
and this is what we are doing so that we can get the situation resolved." 


Mrs. Queen: ''All I want is the dogs, animals and everything stay out of my 
yard. That's all I want! We've had dogs, pigs and everything else. We don't 
have even have a place we can call our own." 


Mr. Price: "Selectmen, if these people going to make statements, 1 wish they 
would take the oath.'' 


Mr. Queen: "You're a smart boy!" 
Mrse Queen left the room at 8:15 peme 


Chairman McAuliffe: "Let's in all fairness to all parties....'' (Selectman 
Bartolini suggested that the entire Minutes of the previous two meetings be 
read aloud.) 


Chairman McAuliffe then read aloud in their entirety the Minutes of January 9 
and 16, 1973. 


Mrs. Queen returned to the Selectmen's office at 8:28 p.m. 
Chairman McAuliffe finished reading the Minutes at 8:50 pom. 
Mr o een: "Where is Dr. Johnson?" 


Chairman McAuliffe: "Dr. Johnson was unable to attend this evening so he came 
and gave the report that I read." 


Mr. Queen: ''He called my wife up and told her he could not save the dog. 

Tuesday, I called my wife up at 10:30. I said, 'Have you heard from Dr. John- 
son?' and she said, 'Yes, he called at 10 o'clock and said he can't save the dog 
and the only thing left is to put the dog to sleep because the dog is not going 
to live. He can't save the dog'. So my wife said ‘There is nothing else you can 
do. at's the last thing we can do. That's all.* So through Dr. Johnson's advise, 
my wife gave him the go-ahead to put the dog away because the dog could not be 
saved. We did not put the dog away because we didn't want the dog. The dog 
couldn't be saved so Dr. Johnson put the dog to sleepe I wish Dr. Johnson was 
here tonight because he could explain a lot. As far as neighbor's quarrels, 

that it besides that. That is water over the dam. And about me beating the 

dog up, that has been about four years ago when the dog wasn't staying in the 
yard. So finally, if I own a dog, I like to have him running around but I can't 
keep a dog if he is going to run out into the street away from the yard, so l 
chain him up. First of all, I didn't kill no dog either. But beat him up like 
they said...that is about four years agoe But that dog, I have never touched him 
Since then because the dog got bigger and he understands me and I understand him 
and that's it. But I wish Dr. Johnson was here tonight because he is the man that 
said he could not save the dog. It was impossible. It had brain damage." 


Chairman McAuliffe: ''He said that in his letter." 
Mr. Queen: "Mr. Price tells me..." 


Selectman Bartolini stated that they have a deposition from Dr. Johnson. 
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Mr. Queen: "He said to my wife's face that we had the dog put away on account 

of neighbor problems. That would never enter my mind. The dog was well liked. 
It was an inside dog. when we first were going to get a dog, my wife wanted a 
German Shepherd for my son. We got a German Shepherd for my son. Then we de- 
cided to get an-inside dog. This dog was an inside dog. We loved that dog very 
much. It was sad to hear it had to be put away but there was no other alterna- 
tive. The dog was at the state where it couldn't be saved. Dr. Johnson informed 
my wife and he told her that the dog was in a lot of pain and he couldn't save 
the dog." 


Mrs. Queen: "He couldn't fix the doge The holes were too big..." 


Mr. Queen: "But I am puzzled, if Mr. Price's dog can come over in my yard, and 
this little dog was tied up. What could have happened? A wild cat got hold of 
her or what? This dog was tied up, like we always do. We always tied that dog 
up. We had a rope on the back porch and one on the front. That dog was tied. 
Mr. Price's dog didn't come over? What happened to that dog. That dog was seen 
chewing that little dog up. Call me a liar if you want, but that's the way the 
ball bounces. That dog was in my yard and he was in my yard before. He has been 
chased away since we had that little dog. The first time my wife chased the dog 
away, I told my wife, 'Watch that dog. That dog will be back again.' Sure as 
hell, the dog came back. If Mr. Price's dog didn't mangle that little dog, you 
tell me who did, or what did it." 


Mr. Price: "I just want to remind the Board again that this man is not under 
oath." 


Selectman Bartolini: "His oath is continued from the first meeting. We swore 
him in then." 


Mr. Queen: "I'm not adding nothing to my first statement in my first report. 
I just wish that Dr. Johnson was here to tell you people that he could not save 
that dog." 


Chairman McAuliffe: "He indicated that in the letter." 


Mr. Queen: "I know it, gentlemen, but that's it. We didn't put the dog away 
to get revenge on this man. My God, what the heck is the matter! We're not..." 


Mr. Price: "I would like to bring the Dog Officer in on this, he was with me 

when Dr. Johnson stated to me that he did talk to Queen on the telephone. He 

didn't say which one of the Queens. He said that one of the back legs, he was 
probably going to have a bad back leg, and he told him to kill the dog." 


Mr. Hamel: ''The dog had been worked on for two days, according to my recollect- 
ion, and had been unconscious or in a coma, whatever you call it. I'm not a vet, 
but Mr. Johnson did say that when the dog came out of it, he found that after all 
his work, the dog was paralyzed, that there was nothing more he could do and he 
asked the Queens if they would give permission, or if they wish to have the dog 
put to sleep becasue of what he found. They gave him permission and he put the 
dog to sleep which is what I would have done." 


Mr. Queen: 'Mr. Hamel, did he indicate what leg it was." 


Mr. Hamel: "Paralyzed. I wouldn't say left or right, front or back. I am just 
saying the dog was paralyzed." 
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Mr. Queen: "He thought the front leg because the dog was falling in the food 
and all that." 


Mr. Price: ‘You're saying the dog was paralyzed. Dr. Johnson, and it was 
stated here, the dog's hind quarters were paralyzed. They are saying that 
the dog's front quarters were paralyzed." 


Mr. Hamel: "I won't argue front or back." 
Selectman Bartolini to Mr. Price: "Are you a veterinarian?" 


Mr. Price: ''No.!"! 


Selectman Bartolini to Mr. Queen: "Are you a veterinarian?" 
Mre Queen: "No, sir." 


Selectman Bartolini to Mr. Hamel: "Are you?" 
Mr. Hamel: "I stated I was not." 


Selectman Bartolini: "Everyone in the room is a nonveterinarian. I just know 
how I read. The doctor says it was paralysis. This is from Dr. Johnson. I am 
not questioning Dr. Johnson." 


Mr. Price: "I am,.'! 


Selectman Bartolini: 'You can go into that at a later date. But we are here 
for a Hearing. We went through the whole complaints, went through the whole 
Hearing with Mr. Queen, went through the whole Hearing with youe We made the 
Dog Officer come here; he had to leave his work. He had a sworn statement which 
is not changing the story one iota. The Police Chief is here. Now, unless you 
people have something constructive to add other than what you already have said, 
i think we have just about covered the whole issue." 


Mr. Price: "You mean you are not going to separate the fiction from the truth?" 


Selectman Bartolini: "Unfortunately, the Board of Selectmen is endowed with the 
responsibility whether we like it or not. We have to separate the fiction from 
the truth and then we have to make a decision. Dr. Johnson has given his report. 
It is conclusive. The Dog Officer gave us one. It is normal procedure regarding 
a suffering animal with paralysis, severely bitten, and recovery isn't over 50%, 
to ask for the doctor's suggestion. I know, I had to have it done to my own dog. 
But that is besides the point. Mr. Chairman, what I would suggest to Mr. Price 
and Mrs. Price, Mr. Brandt, Mr. Queen and Mrs. Queen, if you haven't anything 
further to add to what has already been said, I think we will have to take the 
facts as they have been stated to us and make our determination after I ask the 
Dog Officer a question." 


Mre Queen: "Did Dr. Johnson say the dog was definitely shot?" 


Chairman McAuliffe: "No. Do you have anything to add that you haven't covered 
in your statements previously mentioned here this evening?" 


Mr. Price: 'My dog is not accused of making the marks on the dog's neck, accord- 
ing to Queen. Is that right?" 


Meeting of 1/23/73 Page 7. 
Chairman McAuliffe: 'Yes, he is." 


Mr. Price: "Oh no! He accused of chewing the back and eating it and its stomach. 
No?! 


Mr. Queen: "I'm telling your dog was shaking my little dog. He was seen shaking 
my little dog. That's what I said in my report." 


Chairman McAuliffe: "And according to the testimony of Dr. Johnson, ‘Given a his- 
tory of a dog fight, size of wounds would lead me to believe considerable shaking 
must have occured. Dog died of loss of blood, shock and some head damage as evid- 
enced by skun areas over head and eyes! ." 

Selectman Bartolini: ‘Mr. Hamel, other than these times mentioned here, have you 
ever been down to the homes of either one of these people on a complaint from 
either one of them or the neighbors relative to any dog?" 

Mr. Hamel: "Complaints? No." 


Selectman Bartolini: "Police Chief, in the last two years, have you had people com- 
plaints in that neighborhood or dog complaints?" 


Chief Mattioli: ''There have been dog complaints, but not by Mr. Price." 
Selectman Bartolini: "Not by Mr. Queen?" 

Chief Mattioli: "There have been complaints by My. Queen.!! 

Mr. Queen: "To what effect, Chief?" 


Chief Mattioli: "I don't want to talk about it. There have been all kinds of com- 
plaints. That hasn't anything to do with this particular Hearing." 


Mr. Queen: "You mean, I have called you on a dog complaint?" 
Chief Mattioli: "No. You are talking about other complaints." 
Mr. Queen: "Within two years? Name it." 

Chief Mattioli: "No! I am not going to discuss it." 


Selectman Bartolini: "We are talking about this particular dog. I am just trying 
to get a little history relative to this dog. That is all."

9:05 pem.e Meeting with Dr. Loren Schechter, Director of the Marlborough- 
to Westborough Community Mental Health Clinic. Also present were 
10:19 pem. invited guest such as: Mrs. Harry Onufrock, Mrs. David Taylor, 
Dr. Marilyn M. Meserve, full Board of Health plus their Clerk 
Mrs. Papazian, Mr. Robert Williams (School Committee), Janice 
Fletcher (School Committee) and Supt. of Schools Herbert Geele. 
Advisory Board Chairman Henry Welch was unable to attend. 


Chairman McAuliffe opened the meeting with , recitation of a letter 
sent to Dr. Schechter by the Board of Selectmen on January 11. The 
meeting then proceeded with the first question of the 83% increase 

in Southborough's assessment to the Marlborough-Westborough Mental 

Health Clinic. 


Dr. Schechter responded that the cost increase was due to several 
things: 


le Personnel hired last year were only hired for 3/4 of the 
year. Therefore, there is a 25% increase in salaries. 


2. Increases in cost were due to improvements at the building 
which houses the Clinic--electrical wiring, partitions, etc. 


3. The expansion in services, among which they were trying to 
shorten the waiting period for patients seeking help which, 
in some cases, amounts to as much as eight weeks. They are 
seeking help in acquiring more qualified people and expand- 
ing their coverage to Saturdays and instituting a crisis- 
intervention program. 


4, Costs have been increased because of a new State law concern- 
ing treatment of alcoholics which allows law enforcement agen- 
cies to back away from the problem of alcoholism since it is 
no longer considereqd, in a sense, an offense to be drunk, 
whereas the Police may simply bring an intoxicated person to 
a hospital or clinic and their involvement ends there. 


He also stated that they project a 10% increase next year to 
maintain the program they presently have. 


Concerning the question of quality and quantity services as 

it relates to cost, Dr. Schechter gave to the Board of Health 
a roster of paitients treated and a summary of the numbers and 
types of treatment, etc. 


Much general discussion ensued and finally a decision was made to 
have the Mental Health Clinic personnel and the Board of Health get 
together and exchange information in order to present and justify 
the Mental Health article to the town meeting. 


A motion was made by Selectman Bartolini to appoint as a member to the Industrial 
Development Commission, Mr. Carlton Boudreau, 14 Birchwood Drive. His term to be 
affixed by the Chairman.

Chairman McAuliffe read aloud the letter from the Advisory Committee 
requesting attendance of the meeting relative to revenue sharing. He 
also read letter from the Bureau of Accounts regarding the use of 
revenue sharing funds for appropriations.

Chairman Dumont read aloud Mrs. Paul Gazaille's letter dated March 29 
regarding traffic problems around the Parkerville Road area. A letter was sent to 
Mrs. Gazaille inviting her to tonight's meeting. 


Mr. Spayne brought up the point of dogs being the major contributing 
factor to the problem of children walking or cycling to and from school inasmuch 
as the children react to dogs out of fear especially when they are on bikes and 
especially when the dog darts out into the street. Cobb agreed with Spayne and 
stated that they were very cognizant of the recent accident on Parkerville Road 
regarding a kindergarten child and said they seem powerless to reach any solutions 
to problems like that. The fact was brought out that at the Mary Finn School, the 
accident rate has been phenomenal having had ne incidents in the past. This is in 
large part due to the fact that sidewalks were installed on Richards Road. However, 
the problem still remains on Parkerville Road. 


There was much discussion about ways of policing the children walking 
to school. Suggestions were made to post crossing guards. Highway Superintendent 
John Boland explained what factors go into establishing a school zone with respect 
to installing safety traffic signs and speed zones and did not think that either of 
the two elementary schools qualified under the requirements of the State for a school 
ZONE « 


The discussion then got around to sidewalks. It was the consensus that 
this was the real long-range solution to the problem of children walking to school 
as evidenced by the success of sidewalks on Richards Road. However, this does not 
solve the short-range problem. Mr. Valinski brought out that the school system has 
a Safety Committee involving teachers, administrators, parents, Police Department and 
Fire Department. However, they have not been addressing their efforts towards the 
problem of walking children. Chairman Dumont requested of this Committee within the 
next 30 days to submit a list of recommendations to the Board of Selectmen with re- 
spect to this problem and also draw on the resources available of various town de- 
partments--Police, Highway and the Selectmen's office.

The Selectmen then discussed new circuit lines proposed by Massachusetts 
Electric Company. Massachusetts Electric Company's two engineers report- 

ed on alternative plans the Selectmen had requested for a new distribution 
line from the Northboro Road substation to Route 9. The first plan, to 

come down Chestnut Hill Road to Main Street, west to Lynbrook Road onto 
Lovers Lane and then Flagg Road, was opposed by the Board and has been 
eliminated. The Board urged consideration of a route along Route 495 al- 
though Leonard Fowler of the Electric company said it had proved unwork- 
able. The new plan shows another alternative suggestion made by the Select- 
men last fall and follows Chestnut Hill Road to Main Street, east to Park- 
erville Road and then to Route 9. The electric company representatives 

said routing the new distribution line along Route 495 instead of through  qam- 
town as the Selectmen were suggesting was not practical because of the 
terrain (either too steep or swampy with poor access). Cosmo J. Caterino, 
owner of land north of Route 9 along 495, had said he was not willing to 
give the rights, Mr. Fowler said. Selectman Bartolini wanted to know why 
the new transmission line through the MDC land couldn't be used as a source 
of the additional power but Mr. Fowler said a new substation, costing about 
$1 million, would have to be built to do that and that those lines were 
owned by Boston Edison. 


The Board asked Mr. Fowler to bring them more specific information on 
the landowners! positions on the Route 495 path and on the time and costs 
involved for that route.

Chairman Dumont asked Mr. Messier for a status report. Mr. Messier 
recounted series of events that followed the last meeting with the 
Selectmen including a trip to Thermo King who provide Refrigerated 
Storage with refrigeration units, and a study by Arthur D. Little, 
Inc. which was communicated to Thermo King. He recounted about 
experimental sound that was installed on one of the refrigeration 
units which appeared to give better results. Arthur D. Little 
engineers were called out and an order was place for three more.

Mr. Messier also reported that from the direction in line 
With a newly constructed garage was to park 10 trucks on the opposite 
side of the garage to see if this would reduce the noise problem. In 
line with this, he drove on Valley Road into Mrs. Houston’s road and 
it appeared to him that the noise had been somewhat reduced. Chairman 
Dumont stated that he was satisfied with the work that was going on 
and expressed the hope that technologically this problem would be 
solved.

Dingley Brothers Con- 
struction Company of Northboro is expected to be finished in about 
10 days and then the Recreation Commission will know how many dollars 
are left. Mr. Newman stated that there won't be many dollars left 
but enough to do the remaining projects.

Therefore, due to statements in the press and the number of calls re- 
ceived regarding the subject, the Selectmen decided that in the best 
interests of the town, that a case of extreme emergency had arisen and 
that the Town of Southborough join the comprehensive spraying program 
with Northborough and Westborough.

In reference to this notice which I have already read, there is a complaint 
referred to in writing which was made by Philip J. Wood. I would like to read 
that complaint at this time for the record: 


"Aupust 6, 1973 

Board of Selectmen: This letter is a follow-up to a complaint made to 
the Southborough Police Department by my wife on Sunday, August 5, 1973. 
It has to do with the continuing annoyance and clear danger presented by 
the animals presently housed at 82 Framingham Road, Southborough. The 
owner of the property and the animals is a party named Fields. 


For the record, I am referring specifically to: 


1) Two adult German Shepherd dogs; 
2) Nine (that's right 9) German Shepherd pups; 
3) One adult horse. 


My home is located at 1 Maplecrest Drive, which is located directly 

across Framingham Road from the Fields' property. I have four children 

aged six through eleven. Neither my wife, my children, nor myself have 
enjoyed five consecutive nights sleep since the early spring. As you well 
know, the dogs are restrained. As the Police Department knows, the restraint 
of the dogs has produced hours and hours and hours of relentless barking. 


During the daylight hours, the barking is only nerve shattering. When the 
barking occurs from midnight to seven aom. as it did on August 5, it becomes 
unbearable. ‘The time has long since past, where the rights, health and 
welfare of human beings must take precedence over the freedom of eleven 
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dogs to ‘do their thing’. 


Disregarding the Dog Control by=law, it seems to me that the 

Board of Selectmen have the responsibility and the power to act in 
this situation. Police Department records will confirm that 1 am 
not the only aggrieved party. 


In my opening paragraph, I make reference to a clear danger inherent 
in this situation. There is no doubt in my mind, that if the adult 
dogs break loose, anyone who gets in their way is subject to attack. 
The dogs however, have been restrained relatively well. The horse 
is another storyoeceaene!! 


(Selectmen Dumont did not read the section regarding the 
horse as it does not relate to this hearing). 


"The time for correction of this situation has arrived, and 1 call 

upon you to take whatever action is necessary to remove the 1l dogs 

and the horse from this neighborhood. If hearings are necessary, I 

am prepared to attend and testify to everything in this letter. Please 
advise me of the date of any such hearing, or any other action which 
you may determine to be appropriate. 


Philip J. Wood" 


RCD: That is the basis on which we acted in connection with the matters 
I cited in my openins statement. Our files contain other matters. 
I don't know if it is pertinent or logical for me to go into that. 
The first thing I want to say is that because of the fact that this 
particular hearing is being conducted under Chapter 140 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, Section 157, and Article 10A of the Town By-Laws, it is 
important that I pursue the official nature of that by asking all 
the people who wish to testify or wish to be heard in connection 
with this hearing, to stand and raise their right hand, 'Do you swear 
to tell the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the truth, so help 
you God?!

RCD: Mrs. Fields, will you give your name for the record. 
Dr. Fields: Doctor and Professor Rona M. Fields, 82 Framingham Road 


RCD: The next thing I am going to do is read a statement which was pre- 
pared by the Dog Officer in connection with this matter. First, l 
believe it would also be appropriate for me to refer to the fact that 
this Board has been previously involved in connection with this matter 


for the record in a letter dated February 23, 1973. I will read this: 
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"February 23, 1973 
Mrs. Rona M. Fields 


Dear Mrs. Fields: It has come to the attention of the Board, by reason of 
complaint, that two shepherd dogs as owned or harbored by you have become 
a public nuisance. 


In compliance with Chapter 140 of the General Laws and Article 10A Section 1, 
paragraph c of the Town's By-Laws which states as follows: ‘Article 10A 

Dogs Section 1 (c) ‘Public nuisance' Any dog shall be deemed a public nuis- 
ance when attacking persons or domestic animals while said dog is on property 
other than that of the dog owner; when destroying property or on a public 
school ground, when not under restraint; or if it shall persistently chase 
moving vehicles; if it shall persistently and prolongedly bark or howl each 
twenty-four hour period shall constitute a separate violation. 


Further, any unspayed female dog in season shall be deemed a public nuisance 
when not confined indoors by the owner thereof, or housed in a veterinary 
hospital or registered kennel'. 


Any future violation can result in court action and/or loss of the animals.

RCD: This was delivered to you on the 24rd of February. That was indicated on 
the copy of the letter. 


The report of the Dog Officer is dated August 24, 1973: 


"Selectmen: Subject: Nuisance Complaint Wood on Fields, i.e. Dogs Barking 
Prolongedly 


Mrs. Fields was approached by the Police, the Selectmen and myseif in connect- 
iom with a former complaint; cat killing. She did at that time agree to re- 
strain her dogs and has done a reasonably good job of it. 


Since that time her female Shepherd became pregnant and had a litter of pups. 
As those pups grew they did as their dam and sire do, bark at anything un- 
usual or strangers around the property. (They are watchdogs). This becomes 
a nuisance and as a result Mrs. Fields has gotten rid of all but two of the 
pups. She gave me three of these pups to get rid of which I did (Fred Wills- 
Dog Orphans, Inc.). 


There is now still a complaint of dogs barking which was investigated by the 
Police © 


On 8/14/73 Mrs. Deisher called the Police to complain that Mrs. Fields' dog 
was running loose in their yard. The Police called me. I1 investigated and 
found one male shep. dog owned by Mrs. Fields loose on Mrs. Fields' property. 
Mrs. Deisher claimed the dog was on her property and terrorized the children. 
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If I am allowed an opinion I would like to say that these children have 

been terrorized by their parents rather than the dogs. A child is not 

by nature afraid of any animal. I spoke to Mrs. Fields and she did take ani 
the dog in. |

RCD: I would like to start with the complainants. I would like first to hear 
from Mr. Wood as he is the complainant on record, Would you like to make 
any statement in addition to what I have read into the record? 


Philip J. Wood: Yes. I would like to change the number of dogs, has changed 


Since I wrote the letter. The large number puppies are no 

longer thereeseeol don't know whether it is the male or female 

is still there. Other than that, the conditions that I described 
in the letter were those conditions and they have changed consid- 
erably since that point in time, that is--the number of dogs. 

As the number of dogs increased so did the amount of barking. 
That is all I want to add to my letter. 


RCD: The basic thrust of your letter as far as your conclusions fo you wish 
to stand by them?

Helen Toomey: The dogs bark persistently at the horse. When the horse is in a 


Carl Hoss: 


the front yard, the dogs bark at it. They are restrained now. 

But for awhile they were in the front yard with her horse. They 

were jumping at the horse. I mentioned it to the little girl, I 

felt badly about it. The dogs in turn would get incensed. They 
would jump the fence and they would get out. They were in my yard 
and I went over to complain about it. The little girl was home 

alone. I talked to her about it. I said I had a business over 

there. JI have cats. I have dogs. They have been chasing the cats. 
They were knocking up against the house. They were over at our house 
one day for two solid hours and my daughter couldn't get rid of them. 
I was not home at the time. After that, I went over and I complained. 
The dogs do bark, as I said, when the horse is in the front yard. 
After a lot of complaints, they finally built a little place in the 
back. This did not restrain the horse. That is when the horse ran 
out across the road all the time. The dogs were relatively silent 
except at night time. I had gotten in the habit of calling the Fields' 
house at night and saying 'your dogs are barking, would you please 
keep them quiet'. This got nowhere. This past week, the horse is 
back in his own little thing. They reinforced the fencing and the 
dogs have been much quieter. But there is nothing for the horse to 
eat. That is evidently why he broke out and this is what caused all 
the commotion. This is why the dogs were barking. It isn't as Fran 
Hamel. says=--they do bark at people who go by, I grant you that--but 
the horse is the main contention of their barking. It is better than 
it has been, but I don't know for how long. a 


I live right next door. I have spent many a night wide awake listen- 
ing to the dogs barking..-the horse has been in the front yard with 
the dogs on numerous occasions...In addition, the dogs, when they get 
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Carl Hoss: loose, I don't trust them. I own dogs, I have two dogs.eel also 
cont.) owned a horse and I also own cats. Contrary to what the Dog Officer 

says, my daughter is not afraid of animals. The dog terrorizes her. 
I don't blame her. I don't like them in the yard, going after my dog. 
When they are in my yard, I'll do whatever I can to get them out of 
there. I don't trust them. They are big enough to jump the fence. 
My daughter is afraid of them. When winter comes and the dogs are 
inside and the windows are shut, it is maybe a whole other story. 
What happens then, I don't know. All I do know, that when someone 
has a dog like that, it is a beautiful dog and probably worth a great 
deal of money, it deserve more care. 


RCD: Just to correct the record, I read the Dog Officer's report incorrectly. 
He said the child is not by nature afraid of any animal. 


Richard Deisher: I just would like to confirm the fact that indeed we have been 
annoyed by the barking of the dogs. Again, it is a question of 
degree, There is still barking. They have on occasion gotten 
out of their pen and onto our property...We have a dog ourselveSoece 
our children are not afraid of animals. There is a German Shepherd 
right next door. There is no fear of them. 


Dr. Fields: I would like to question some of these statements, if I may at first. 
I would like to get the dates of Mrs. Toomey's irritation. I gather 
from what she is telling me now that she was the source of the anon- 
ymous telephone calls and an equally anonymous threat made face to face 
to my daughter when I was absent. In that case, 1 would like to know 
if the source of your complaint was prior to the February 23 letter at 
which time the problem was corrected. If so, I believe it doesn't be- 
long under this present complaint. Now, if you have called without giv- 
ing your name when I have asked for it, that I understand is a violation 
of Federal Laws. 


Mrs. Toomey: I have never called but what I have identified myself and I have never 
talked to you because I have always talked to another woman there. 
There has been another woman, and I said, ‘Is this Dr. Fields?' And 
she said 'no'. And I said, ‘Is this the babysitter?'. There was a 
pause and she said 'Well, yes'. And I have called and I have said 
‘This is Mrs. Toomey across the street. Your dogs are barking. Would 
you please keep them quiet'. My husband just said tonight, 'We should 
have kept track of all the times that we were annoyed and when we had 
called the Police and when we had been disturbed’, 


Dr. Fields: My apologies then. J did receive anonymous calls. Your voice sounded 
familiar just now. 


Mrs. Toomey: Not from me. 
Dr. Fields: Secondly, I would still like to know the date of the complaint. 


RCD: Mrs. Toomey, could you please respond basically to the questions of Dr. Fields 
as there is an area over a period of time. Prior to February 23, some action 
was taken. How much of this relates prior to that time? 
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Mrs. Toomey: Probably, it was after that. I don't really remember because

we didn't keep track of it. We should have kept track of the 
dates, but we didn't do it. The Dog Officer said don't call 
them, call the Police, and we did. That is what 1 have been 
doing after that and I identified myself. 


Fields: I relate to Mr. Wood's statement. I believe the letter referred

to or his letter referred to on August 21, the presence of two 
adult dogs and nine puppies. Now, since June 15th there have not 
been nine puppies. And as of August 21, and I believe Mr. Hamel 
was trying to say that in his letter, there were only two puppies. 
The week following that there was only one puppy. 


Wood: My letter is dated August 6.

Fields: On August 6 there were two puppies. That was one inaccuracy, and 


Mr. 


I am pointing that out because I believe there are other inaccura-~ 
cies in his statement. 


Wood: I beg to differ with you--flatley! There were many more than two

puppies on August 5. 


Fields: By August 5th, I had already given, and I am sure Mr. Hamel can

testify to this....(interrupted) 


Wood: I am sure he would! I have talked to Mr. Hamel.

Fields: Before August 5, Mr. Hamel had received three puppies. On August 


or rather July 31, there were five puppies remaining from the litter. 
In that following week, Mr. Hamel received three of them because I 

did find it difficult to handle all five and I wasn't able to sell 

them as rapidly as would have made my neighbors happy. I lost, there- 
by, three hundred dollars. As of that date, there were--over three 
hundred, in fact, three seventy-five--. Now, also I believe the letter 
said something to the effect that the dog and the horse were housed to- 
gether. I think it has been perfectly clear in February that the dogs 
had a separate and adequate dog run, that the kind of fence that was 
constructed which is according to the statement by dog officers, vet- 
ernarians, etce was a chain link fence which is five feet high in most 
places which German Shepherds cannot surmount. At least, they have 
never surmounted the fence. However, there have been times, and Mr. 
Hamel is aware of it as I am, when someone human has opened a garage 
door, which a dog cannot open, and it has a special clip on the gate. 
Now, it happened that when the dogs were barking seriously one morning, 
early in August, I looked outside my bedroom window and I saw Mr. Hoss' 
six-year old daughter and dog running up and down next to my fence in- 
citing and exciting the dogs. If she was over at that point, I can only 
presume that she or perhaps his other children or other children in the 
neighborhood have also from time to time opened the fence gate or opened 
the garage when the dogs were housed there. Now, at that point, I 

told her to leave the place. Since that time, she and the dog has 
been back. In fact, one of the times I was having a class over at 

my house and I have six witnesses to it. So it isn't simply a matter 
in isolation but is a matter that of concern and to wit: various 

other animals and children have contributed. By the way, Mr. Hoss' 
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Dr. Fields: dog was not endangered by ours. He stayed with us in Novembereee.e 
(cont. ) so he wasn't in danger. The dog did stay with us. Our dogs were 

not a danger to it. The dog is consistently over at our place, in- 
citing our dogs and our horse as well. So far as other dogs in the 
neighborhood are concerned, there were several times when Mr. Hamel 
has told me that the other German Shepherd in the neighborhood has 
been mistaken for one of mine. It runs loose. Mine do not. When 
mine are loose, they are on my property. ‘So far as danger is con- 
cerned, I do have my dog, my male, with me at school on every teach- 
ing day. The dog has run loose on the campus, has sat im my lectures, 
has sat in my office, has never made an attempt to snarl at anyone un- 
less they have made an approach to me. I keep German Shepherds and 
have for years. JI have bred them. I have bred them for intelligence 
and gentleness. My Shepherds are marvelous watchdogs. I have raised 
I have raised my own four children and I have not needed anything but 
my Shepherds. I will keep Shepherds wherever I live. I think it is 
preferable to guns, which reminds me. One of the other things that 
sets off my dogs is the constant gunfire in the area from the shooting 
range. As German Shepherds, who are bred for intelligence and as 
watchdogs, they will bark at the sound of gunfire. They will bark at 
the sight of a stranger. They will bark at the sight of a strange ani- 
mal. During the summer, I keep them outside at night. I always manage 
to keep one in and one out for the very reason that they are watchdogs 
and they are the kind of protection that my children and I require. 
They are very well contained and for the information for anyone who is 
interested in dog care and feeding and breeding, they are in excellent 
condition and very well taken care of as is our horse. I think there 
are some other people present who can testify about the nature of my 
animals. By the way, I also have two cats. My dogs have not been 
destructive to the cats. 


RCD: After everyone has made their statements, we can get into the rebuttal then. 


Robert Ross, 31 Flagg Road: I am ignorant of the barking situation because I don't 
live at that neighborhood but I do have an office next to Dr. Fields 
for the last year which means on most of the days I am teaching, I am 
next door to where one of the adult shepherds generally is, generally 
sits outside Dr. Fields office or in her classroom. Once a week, he 
sits through a 3 or 4 hour meeting. And I have visited her home on 
three or four occassions..eelhe dog, the male, never barked at me, 
nor growled at me. I have never seen it bark or growl at anybody. 
I do not know what it does at night but what I can testify to is there 
is no danger. On occasions, the dog is out loose im the middle of the 
campus. There are hundreds of students around and a whole pack of dogs. 
I would not let a dor run loose there. Nevertheless, Dr. Fields' male 
shepherd is not prominent or visible or anything. My impression is that 
it is a well trained dog that is not a danger. I have never seen it with 
any children...(inaudible) That is what I have seen. I don't want to 
speculate to what I have not seen. 


Dorothy Minville: My daughter is friendly with Dr. Fields’ daughter and spends a 
lot of time down there at their house so I have to go down and bring 
her home at which time I drive up the driveway. The dogs never make 
any noise as I drive up the driveway and I can sit in my car and wait 
for my daughter and there is not a sound from the dogs. But when I 


get out of the car, and go into the garage, then they will bark. To 
tell you the truth, it frightens me. I wait a minute, but the dogs 
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Dorothy Minville: go in the house and I go in the house and they are gentle. 
(cont. ) I can't imagine a nicer or more gentle, well-behaved dog, than 
her dogs when you enter her home. I think that the fact that 
I am frightened when the dogs bark at me inside their fence 
is my fault and my feelings. I don't think the dogs should 
be blamed. At nighttime, I know nothing about it, but my daugh- 
ter and I know they are well cared for. 


RCD: Please try to restrict yourselves to the things that have been mentioned 
and let's not try to get into new territory. Try to deal with the sub- 
ject at hand. It has been the Selectmen's experience on occasions that 
in dog cases we have more trouble with the humans. 


Mrs. Toomey: ..«.she fixed the fence and that her mother didn't know about it 
and didn't believe it so they do jump the fence. I am sorry. 


Dr. Fields: Could my daughter be sworn in to say what she said? 


RCD: I believe that it is perfectly in order. Do you swear to tell the truth, 
the whole truth, so help vou God? 


Dr. Fields! daurhter so swore. 


Dr. Fields: What did Mrs. Toomey say when she came over? I believe it was one 
of the times that I was gone on field research. 


Dr. Fields' daughter: One of the dogs got out and Mrs. Toomey came over to tell 
me that one of the dogs got out and I said, ‘Okay, I'll go get him' 
and then she said ‘you live like animals’. 


Mrs. Toomey: Wait a minute$ 


Dr. Fields' daughter: (inaudible) 


Dr. Fields: You went and got the dos? What were you upset about? 


Dr. Fields' daughter: The cat. 
Dre Fields: You were worried about the cat, but not because our dogs were part- 
icularly vicious? 
Dr. Fields' daughter: No. They aren't vicious at all. 
Mr. Wood: My specific question was the barking at night. I don't think anyone 
has any objection tc the fact that you have watchdogse My question is 


whether vou have to. have watchdogs around your entire property at night 
rather than keeping them indoors where I would put a watchdog. 


Dre Fields: I told you I keep one out and one in at night except in the very hot 
weather, Why not both? I like to have the dors outside to warn 
people off. It is very hard to put a label ona bark. There are 
times when other dogs start barking and mine join in. 


Mr. Wood: That may very well be, Dr. Fields, but by the same token.....-because 
yours are always out. 


Dr. Fields: They are not always out but one of them is always out when the 
other is in. Sometimes they are both in, sometimes they are both

out. But I do like to have one dog out at night and one dog in. 


The letter was specifically in regard toe.e..- Dre Fields implied 
that on those occasions the dogs were incited. Those dogs barked 
from quarter of twelve to seven o'clock. What was inciting those 
dogs? It certainly wasn't a six-year old girl. 


I think the night of August 6 there was a policeman who came to 
the door at about a quarter to two in the morning at which time 
I brought in the dogs. As far as I know, after that point, be- 
cause I was asleep when it happened, apparently when the police- 
man drove up=--1 am terribly closer to it than anyone-=- but I was 
Sleeping when it happened and when the policeman drove up, there 
was a tremendous howl. I woke up, looked out, saw the policeman 
standing there, went down to the door. By that time, the dogs 
were furious. They were both out at the time. He told me that 
there was a complaint. I brought the dogs in. Now, so far as l 
know that the adults were in, the puppies were out. I don't know 
that my dogs barked any more that night. I was asleep. 


I couldn't sleep. I do know that the dogs barked all night, until 
seven o'clock in the morning. I can't identify whether it was the 
smaller dogs or the adult dogs. But they certainly put up a howl 
until seven o'clock in the morning. I would like for the record 
from the Selectmen, the specific reason for the restraining action 
in February placed on the record. 


Didn't I read that? 
I don't believe so. 


I don't see why I shouldn't put that in the record since I did read 
the letter of February 23 in connection with this. There is no back- 
up information here that I can read for the record, except for the 
February 23 letter which I've read. 


I disagreeersccocceccesceces es cd0fsS and cats and small animals might 
becom€eseccesccocecceelne police cruiser had been cruising through 
the area and this was in full view of several children standing a- 
round waiting for a school bus and it happened on Pinecone Lane on 
Power's lawn.

to two German Shepherd dogs owned or harbored by a Mrs. Rona M. 
Fields of 82 Framingham Road, Southboro. 


There have been many incidents in the past in which these dogs 

have caused concern to the residents of Kimberly Park. Specifically: 
on February 23, 1973 these aforementioned dogs viciously attacked a 
dog belonging to Mr. & Mrs. Ralph DeNorscia of 24 Pinecone Lane nec- 
essitating the hospitalization of this dog and causing added expense 
to the DeNorscia family. One of the dogs grabbed one of the DeNorscia 
children by the arm as he was running into the house. Fortunately, 
there was no physical damage done. The attack on the child was wite 
nessed by a Southboro policeman and several neighbors. 


Other dogs, while on their own property in the neighborhood, have 

been harassed by these two German Shepherd dogs running loose in the 
Kimberly Park areas Several incidents have also been reported of these 
two specific dogs mutilating and destroying area cats. 


We feel that it is now time to take action by either permanent restrain- 
ing or more drastic means to protect our children and pets and we there- 
fore request an immediate hearing.' 


This was signed by many people in the Kimberly Park area. This was 
received in this office February 28. It was the reason for this part- 
icular order. 


Following this, the dog fence was restored and the dors were restrained. 
Also, at that time, I think it's important to note that the owner of 
the other dog admitted that the dog was not attacked on its property 
but rather the incident occured out in the street. His dog was not 
restrained nor were mine. His dog had made an attempt to get at my 
female shepherd and the male joined in the fight. At the time she 

was going into heat.

esel would basically say that as living next door, it must be noted 
that last winter at one point, while Dr. Fields was away, the dogs 
were loose and my wife one night took the daughter down to the dog 
catcher to get the dogs out and bring them back home again and I 
would only say that as the next door neighbor, the more harmony be- 
tween neighbors the better, because you can only build a fence so 
high, but the way this thing has gone, from the point when the mother 
is away and the child is home alone at night rather late and my wife 
has to take her to get the dog at the dog catcher to bail them out 
because nobody was there to take them, it has now gotten to the point 
where my six-year old daughter is accused of letting the dogs out to 
run loose and terrorize Kimberly Park. I want to say there are many 
nights when I can't sleep and I think what you've heard tonisht more 
or less speaks for itself. 


The original restraining order of February 23, at that time there 
were no puppies, is that correct? 
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Those dors basically were restrained at that time. There have been 
several stages of restraining here. I would like to make it clear 
as to what actually happened. Those dogs, after the puppies arrived, 
which was when, by the way? When were the dogs born? 


The end of April. 


From that point on, obviously the situation changed as to the number 
of dogs. At what point was the horse and the dogs separated? 


They were separated from the time following that original complaint. 

IT had a separate fence built on the side of the house to separate the 
dogs from the horse. The horse has never been in the front yard ex- 
cept during the days even at that point. A chain link fence separated 
them so they could see each other. But these dogs and the horse have 
lived together all their livese Nonetheless, at any rate, at that time 
they were separated in separate yards. It is not as though they were in 
the same yard. 


After certain complaints were investigated and visits from the Dog Officer, 
etc., you made certain attempts to deal with the problem in a variety 

of ways, one of them being to sell or otherwise dispose of the puppies. 

At the present time, what is the status? 


At the present time, there is a new fence which was recently erected at 

a cost of nearly three hundred dollars to separate the horse still further 
away. The female is presently at a kennel because she is in heat again 
and not breeding this timee All the puppies but one have been sold. The 
male, when he is not with me in school, is out in the yard with the pup. 
It is an extensive front yard and Mr. McAuliffe was aware of the size of 
it.

Multiplied by 67, this cubic footage amounts to 4,824 cubic feet per 
day, and on an annual basis- 1,760,760 cubic feet per year. The com- 
parative costs at a flat rate of $32.50 per year per lamp was $2,177.50, 
against the proposed 11 street lights at a cost of $1,188 and would 
include high efficiency 100 Watt bulbs compared to illumination equal 
to a 40 watt bulb in gas lights. Mr. Bousquet disputed that the 11 
street lights would provide more illumination than the 67 gas lamps.
